A Chapter from Uncle Tom'a Cabin. 

" '•You see tnevnow,** >atd Cassy, spoakin* to 
Tom vtry rapidly ; '*aee what I am! Well. 
I ira* brought up in luxury ; the first I remem- 
ber is playing about, when I was a child, in 
splendid parlors ; whan I was kept dressed up 
like a doll, and company and visitors used lo 
praise 1 ne. There was a garden opening from 
the saloon windows and there I usde 16 play 
hide-and.gn-seek, under the orange tree, with 
my brother? and sillers. I went to a con- 
vent, and there I learned music, French, 
and embroidery, and what not.; .and when I 
was fourteen, 1 came out to my father's fu- 
neral, lie died very suddenly, and when the 
property came to be settled, they found that 
there were scarcely enough to cover the 
debts; and when the creditors took an inven- 
tory of the property, 1 was set down in it. — 
.My mother was a sla»e woman, and my fath- 
er had always -meanl to set me ' free ; but he 
had not done it, and »o I tvd* set down in (he 
list. I'd always known who I was. but ne\vr 
thought much about it. Sabrtdy over I'xpvcl* 
thai a iti'oiij- In-allliy ni.iji U tfuin^ to uV. 
My lather iVaa a vs<\\ man only lour hour-- 
before he died ; it wa% one ol the first cholera 
uahesiuNeiv Voik. I he day alter l!ie funer- 
al, my father's wife took her children aud 

'wen! up to her father'*, plantation. 1 thought 
they treated i:te very coolly, but did*iil know 

l'heie »vas a young lawyer whom they left to 
settle the business ; and he came every day. 
and was about the house, aud spoke very* po- 
litely to me. He brought with him one day a 
young man who 1 thought the hansomest 1 
had ever seen. 1 shall never forget thai eve- 
ning. 1 walked with him in the garden. I 
wa* lonesome and full or sorrow, and he was 
kind and gentle lo me ; and he told me he had 
seen me before be went to the convent, aud 
that he had loved me a great while, and that 
lie would be my friend and protector : in short, 
though be did*nt Kill me, he bad paid two 
thousand dollars for me, and I was bis prop* 
erty, — 1 became his willingly, for 1 loved him.

" I wanted only one thing — I did want him 
to marry me. I thought, if be loved me as 
he said he did, aud if 1 was what he seemed In 
think 1 was, he would be willing to marry me 
andeetinu free. Hut be convinced tnc that 
it would be impossible ; aud he told me that, 



holding back.' And then he introduced bid Ttfr 
another hdy f and I "saw soon thai his- heart 
was gone from me, He" nerer told roe, but I 
saw it,— 1 knew it, day afier day,— I fouirf 
my heart breaking, add I could not sa'jr a, word!

might be sent against 'it. A (leel of. twenty- 
two larae piratical vessels weco observed moor- 
ed head and stern, fully prepared for an attack, 
their Hags and banners Hying nt ihe mnst huadi, 
guns pointed ; one vessel had 'fourteen heavy 
on one side, and the decks crowded with men. 
At half-past ion o'clock they opened a raking 
(ire upon the two 'ships as thoV oalered^ the 
northern passago which is not 10D feet in width. 
Owing to the atearaar.WWjng the sloop of war 

at full spe8d, am( a strong liue running in, Oioy 
(low through the. aiiowor- of- round shots which 
were lired at them, "trie fllllein having been 
cast ulf- by the sleamer, anchored vyith springs 
on her cable, and opened her bieauah'e upon 
the piratical Jleet vrith a baautiful accuracy. of 
iue. The piratec kept up llieir desperate at- 
tack. with grunl spirii, doing oonsiderablo dam- 
age lo the hull and tigging, besides: wounding. 
several men, some dangerously. 'Shortly. after. 
twelvH the pirates ceased fighting nnd rolreated. 
Tho boats were imtuediate.lvs.eiit to.boa^l ilia 
deserled Vessels, .ami fouilJ billy one'ebia to 
flodl. She had boon pros er veil from thtf Bif- 
leru's destructive lire by filling n larrjb'irllef-: 
chant junk with cotton bale J, arid sinking- hsr 
lo* a. required depth vrith ashes, without injuring' 
the floating battery boliind. . She. had ^o:guns 
mounted ou dock, three of thorn measuring 
upwards of 12.feet in length, and 20 amallsr 
guns dismount rid be low. All Iho other vessels 
were co riddled aiid uTamaged as to bain a sink- 
ing slate. They were set,on fire and burnt to 
Ihe water's edge. All were heavily armed 
with English -ntade guns, varying in calibre 
from Gib. lo 3*2lb. Some of tho pirates had be- 
longed to the fleet which attacked the Biltern 
at I-iichaU, in Leautung, in August last and had 
arrived here about 14 days agn. Tho English 
and American missionaries' Kiupo boat was re- 
captuied, nnd had Mill on board property be- 
longing to them. The pirate a haviug in groat 
force taken possession of a joss-house, a few 
miles over the lulls, Capiaiu Vansittnrl, at Ihe 
urgent ontrealy of the uiandniins, landed tho 
marine and small-arms incu, under Iho orders, 
of Lieutenant ftrookur and Assistant surgeon 
Newton, accompanied by Mr. Interpielor Sio- 

c'air, the. joss-house being well ailunted for a 
defonce 011 the summit 01 a hill commanding 

all approaches, and surrounded by tree* and 
thick brushwood, among which a number of 
tho pirates had taken up thoir position well 
armed, determined to defend thorn solve 9 to the 
last. They succeeded in killing several of the 
Chinese soldiery, who had followed the Bit- 
tern's men, eommaudad by a white-butlon 
mandarin. The pirates, however, found a'dif* 
foronce when they charged tho Englishman, 
for thoy wero invariably shot down ot bayonet- 
ed. After skirmishing through the brushwood 
the doors of the temple woto forced, and Ihe 
p'uatcK discovered concealed in most singular 
places. Two coffins had been emptied of their 
proper occupants, and filled wilh snort swords ; 
others worn behind, over and under the idols,* 
and a mini bur under a slaok of at raw, among 
them wero n few women, who were allowed 10 
escapo. Only four or live trilling injuries 
were loceived by ihe Bittern's crew, alihoujrh 
many suffered fioui Iho powerful taya of the 
s;in i a marine diod from its etlecls a few days 
afterwards. Such n coin plot destruction of a 
piratical horde had never previously been heard 
of in China, nil their vessels -were destroyed 
und burnt; somo humheds, according lo the 
cvidonco of a prikonor, woro killed by tho shot 
and shell during the eiignguinunl, while tliosu 
who escaped nslioio, and who would have in a 
stunt itinu manned imothor llout, were followed 
and destroyed or captured. The only vesiago 
of a piratical flout remaining when tho ships 
left Sheipoo wore a fow pieoua of charcoal 
which iho natives wero collecting for firewood.

—The agent* employed on several of the prin- 
cipal railroads fur the recovery of lost baggage, 
have been in the habit of holding semiannual 
conventions! of which ihe New Yoik 'lYibun* 
gives the following account, in reporting the 
proceedings of Ihe one which has just adjourn- 
ed in that city:— 

"The principal object of these conventions 
is to comoaro memoranda, each agent bring- 
ing a tilt of all unclaimed baggage aivd freight 
in the hands of his employers, aud nlso a list 
of claims and applicationa of the properly.— 
These conventions have been found of great 
value, seldom failing to result in finding forty 
or fifty. pieces of valuable property. Packages 
claimed to'have been lost on lite Central Hau- 
road, for ^instance, are found lying in Detroit, 
and goods charged to the negligence of ihe 
Erie Railroad turn up in Chicago. 

These conventions nre productive.of another 
good result ; each agent relates his experience 
of the liabilities to loss, nnd llje benefit* of 
certain systems of checkfog the various at- 
tentat fraud, and the manner in which Ihty 
were frustrated. By this means each agent of 
experience highly useful to himself and vain-,

The Allied fleet is gone home. Both Eng- 
lish and French ships left this bay yesterday 
morning, and as the wealher has since been 
favorable and they started early, it is likely 
that they have already made good progress. — 
It is exactly a year this day since Sir Charles 
Napier vailed from Kiel. The presence of 
such a fleet makes a great difference to a small 
town like Kiel, whose population does not ex- 
ceed 18,000, as the demand (or provisions 
greatly increases their cost. The farmers in 
the neighbourhood derive a rich harvest from 
ihe advance in the price of poultry, butler, and 
eggs, and white they and the shopkeepers re- 
gret their departure, these who ore neither en- 
gaged in agriculture nor Uade, and have to in- 
cur the additional cost of living, arc rather 
inclined to take quite a different view ef the.
